Opposition members broke into 
laughter when Chamberlain an 
nounced that conscripts would re- 
ceive a shilling a day (about 23 
cents) during their six-month train- 
ing with the regular army. 

Married conscripts, he said, will 
receive an allowance of 17 shillings 
a week (about $3.90) for their wives 
and additional] allowances for their 
children. 

The Prime Minister announced 
that the conscription bill would not 
apply to Northern Ireland (Ulster) 
and said it would be thus amended. 

Victory for De Valera. 

This, in effect, was a diplomatic 
victory for Eamon de Valera, Prime 
Minister of Ireland, who had in- 
sisted that Britain should not con- 
script Irishmen living in Northern 
Ireland. 

The Northern TIreland Govern- 
ment, on the other hand, had asked 
that conscription should apply to 
it. 

“It is apparent that in applica-

From several sources there were 
indications the Scandinavian nations 
would decline the offer for fear ac- 
ceptance would be a departure from 
their traditional neutrality.

Similar reports were 
received from Norway.

SIX HURT, MADISON HOTEL 
IN JEFFERSON CITY BURNS 


70-Year-Old Gathering Place of Democratic 
Politicians Destroyed With Loss of 
$200,000—Many Narrow Escapes. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 4.—The 
Madison Hotel, State capital land- 
mark and gathering place of Mis- 
souri Democratic politicians, great 
and near-great, for nearly 70 years, 
was destroyed by fire last night 
with a loss estimated at about $200,- 
000. 

The historic hotel, scene of many 
party councils and pow-wows, was 
gutted in less than three hours by 
flames which started about 7 p. m., 
apparently in or near a first-i100r 
kitchen, and spread rapidly through 
the four-story building. Only the 
walls were standing early today. 

Six persons were treated for 
burns, injuries or shock in a hos- 
pital, including Fred M, Joseph, 29 
years old, of St. Louis, .legislative 
iovnvist for the City Administration 
of St. Louis in the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and his 
wife, Octavia. 

Seven St. Louisans Among Guests. 

A check of the nearly 150 guests 
registered at the hotel had not been 
completed this morning, but the 
hotel management and police ex- 
pressed the belief that all in the 
hotel had escaped. More than 20 
legislators registered at the hotel, 
among them several St. Louis Sen- 
ators and Representatives, lost 
their personal effects in the fire. 

About a dozen guests, including 
State Senator Phil M. Donnelly of 
Lebanon, escaped down fire es- 
capes, or firemen’s ladders. J. R. 
Connors, 28, of 7448 University 
drive, University City, was rescued 
by firemen, who threw a rope to 
him in the window of his fourth- 
flcor room after he had been 
cut off by flames in the halls. Fire- 
men were unable to reach the win- 
aow of Connors’ room with a lad- 
der, but got within about 15 feet of 
him. Connors caught the rope, made 
it fast to a piece of furniture in 
his room and slid to safety. 

Mr. and Mrs. Joseph, occupying a 
third-floor .room, were cut off by 
They 
were forced to drop from a window 
to the second-floor roof, about 15 
feet below. They climbed down a 
ladder. Both were taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital, where physicians 
said Joseph apparently had suf- 
fered a fractured shoulder, a frac- 
tured rib, a sprained ankle and 
bruises. Mrs. Joseph was treated 
for shock and bruises. 

Mattress Breaks Shock. 

Joseph told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he threw a mattress to the 
roof below, lowered Mrs. Joseph as 
far as he could reach and dropped 
her on the mattress. Joseph then 
jumped to the roof. 

Thomas A. Mooney, 27, a sales- 
man, who gave his address as 5635 
Clemens avenue, St. Louis, jumped 
to the same roof from a third-floor 
window after flames in a hall 
drove him back. Mooney suffered 
severe burns on his face and hands 
and a wrenched back. 

R. H. Weir of Fayette, a State 


employe, was treated for serious 
burns on his face and one ear. 
Three other men were given first 
aid. 

An unidentified woman slid down 
a rope improvised from bed sheets 
from a fourth-floor window to a 
third-floor fire escape. 

Leo Levy, manager of the hotel, 
operated by the Madison Hotel Co., 
estimated the loss on fixtures and 
equipment, which was complete, at 
$75,000 to $80,000, with $10,000 in- 
surance. Owners estimated the 
damage to the building at about 
$135,000, half covered by insurance. 

St. Louis legislators residing at 
the hotel, who lost their effects, 
were Senator Joseph H. Brogan, 
president pro tem of the Senate; 
Senators W. J. Doran and Myles P. 
Dyer and Representatives David A. 
Hess, Joseph P. Council, John A. 
Sullivan and Michael R. Kennedy. 


Other Legislators. 


Among other legislative guests of 
the hotel were Senator Michael E. 
Casey of Kansas City, Senate leader 
and a lieutenant of the Pendergast 
Democratic machine of Kansas 
City, and Senators Phil M. Donnelly 
of Lebanon, J. D. Sexton of Law- 
son, Charles O. Robertson of Rock- 
port and W. B. Whitlow of Fulton. 

The hotel, formerly known as the 
Madison House, was rebuilt about 
1886 after it was destroyed by fire. 
A fire in 1931 caused the loss of one 
life and considerable damage. The 
hotel was remodeled last year. 

Many Democratic notables and 
many well-known lobbyists have 
frequented the Madison. In for- 
mer years, according to unwritten 
local history, a gambling game 
flourished there during legislative 
sessions, at which lobbyists and 
occasionally some legislators lost 
considerable sums. The Demo- 
cratic State Committee has main- 
tained offices in the hotel at in- 
tervals for years. and it regularly 
has been a Democratic headquar- 
ters during political campaigns.

to Buy About Half of 
Site in Private Deals Be- 
fore Deadline. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).—A 
plan under which the $6,750,000 
Federal allotment for the St. Louis 
riverfront Jefferson Memorial pro}- 
ect would be utilized before the 
June 30 deadline is under consid- 
eration by Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, 

Ickes said today Senator Bennett 
C. Clark and a group of St. Louis 


Chamber of Commerce representa- 
tives had told him yesterday that 
about half of the site for the me- 
morial could be bought for less 
than the value fixed by Interior 
Department appraisers. Private 
deals would be made for this prop- 
erty under the plan presented to 
Ickes. 

The Government then would pay 
into court the amount estimated to 
be necessary for the remainder of 
the property if condemnation pro- 
ceedings were completed. 

Ickes indicated at a press con- 
ference he favored buying the prop- 
erty which could be had for less 
than the appraised value. He add- 
ed, however, he had made no de- 
cision. 

Clark recently obtained a Senate 
amendment to the appropriations 
bill to provide that the $6,750,000 
allocation should remain available 
until expended. The amendment 
was rejected, however, by a confer- 
ence committee. 

‘ Representative Cochran of 
Louis immediately asked the Con- 
troller-General if the money would 
remain available after June 30 un- 
der a contract between the Govern- 
ment and St. Louis. The Control- 
ler-General ruled the fund would 
revert to the Treasury.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Chief 
Justice D. Lawrence Groner of the 
United States Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia today 
named three judges to hear the 
plea of the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri for an injunction forbid- 
ding the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to hold a public inves- 
tigation into the affairs of the 
company.

_Importance with which the ques- 
tion was regarded was seen in a 
statement of a Foreign Office offi- 
cial that, “If Beck comes out in 
his speech to the Sejm in favor of 
a Danzig protectorate, Germany 
will consider it a casus belli (cause 
of war).” 


Berlin Comment on Litvinov. 


The German evening press today 
made the Western Powers the butt 
of their jokes over the resignation 
of Litvinov. 

“At the very moment that the 
Britons were looking expectantly 
into the pot in which their alli- 
ance plan is boiling there was a 
big crash,” said Propaganda Min- 
ister Paul Joseph Goebbels’ news- 
paper, Der Angriff. 

“Fat Comrade Foreign Commis- 
sar Litvinov-Finckelstein exploded 
in Moscow. The news struck the 
(British) Foreign’ Office like a 
bomb.” 

“The noble sirs in London, Paris, 
Warsaw and Washington are hav- 
ing worries upon worries,” said 
Nachtausgabe. “Their worries are 
not our worries. They are exclus- 
ively the worries of democracies 
and of Bolshevism.” 

Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung said 
Litvinov’s policy in expanding rela- 
tions with other nations was to 
seek a foothold in those countries 
to “fulfill his real Bolshevistic mis- 
sion” through “people’s fronts,” The 
paper said that policy had been 
muirked by “an almost unbroken 
series of failures.” 

Lokal Anzeiger said “One will 
ask where England has offered too 
little to the Red mercenaries in 
the play of encirclement,” an ap- 
parent reference to efforts to draw 
Russia into the French-British 
bloc. ; 

Boersen Zeitung said it was no 
secret that Litvinov for a long time 
was “in disgrace in the highest cir-

YOUNG MR. LINCOLN’ 
SHIGKS 10 THE FACTS 


screenplay Writer Grieved 
Only by Having to Leave 
Out More of Them, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 4. 
“Young Mr. Lincoln,’ now in pro- 
duction at Twentieth Century-Fox, 
will be true to the Great Emancipa- 
tor’s character and is an accurate 
document on his life. Only one 
incident in the story is entirely fic- 
tional, according to Lamar Trotti, 
who wrote the script. 


“In order to provide suspense 
and a suitable climax,” Trotti. ex- 
plained, “we rearranged a number 
of incidents in Lincoln’s early life, 
but nearly all of them are at least 
part of the Lincoln legend. 

“Curiously enough, fidelity of the 
picture to history is accidental, We 
itried to make a film consonant with 
Lincoln’s character with no spe- 
cial idea of clinging to the true 
story of his life. But so much 
‘of Lincoln was picturesque and 
dramatic that to fictionize would 


[have ‘Seni stupid.” 

There was so much fine mate- 
rial, according to Trotti, that it 
broke his autheor’s heart to have to 
leave a lot out of the script of 
“Young Mr. Lincoln.” 

For instance, it has been pretty 
well authenticated that the regular 
army officer who accepted Lin- 
coln’s enlistment in the Black Hawk 
War was Lieut. Jefferson Davis, 
destined to become President of the 
Confederacy. 


Again, during this same war, Lin- 
coln was forced by a quarrelsome) 


could not avoid a duel. Tall, and 
with enormous strength in his long 
arms, Lincoln chose broadswords as 
the weapons. With his adversary, he 
rowed across a river to be clear of 
jurisdiction of Illinois authorities. 

Honest Abe clipped off a small 
tree with one swipe of his broad- 
sword as an introduction to a last 
argument advancing his idea that 
the whole’ business was stupid. The 
other man saw the light. 

Lincoln then proposed they make 
a dummy of a man with a log and 
persuaded his erstwhile opponent 
to sit in the bottom of the boat so 
it would appear his head had been 
entirely severed from his body.

Smuggler, in 1909, Brought 
Pressure to Bear From 


Ties Used in Plea. 


TRIED TO BLAME 
CUSTOM’S MEN 


President Yielded Despite 
Objection From District 
Attorney Stimson, Later 
a Cabinet Member.

WASHINGTON, May 4—Long 
before he assumed the name of F. 
Donald Coster and put over a huge 
financial swindle in the drug busi- 
ness, Philip Musica, who finally 
killed himself to escape the conse- 
quences of his crimes, was able to 
persuade President William How- 
ard Taft to commute an early pris- 
on sentence so that Musica might, 
according to his plea, save his fa- 
ther’s little business. 

These facts have come to light 
in an old file of the Department of 
Justice, which shows the extraordi- 
nary financial, political and social 
pressure that Musica was able to 
bring to bear in 1910 to bring about 
his pardon. 

Taft, acting through his Attor- 
ney-General, the late George W. 
Wickersham, pardoned Musica des- 
pite the fact that the District At- 
torney who had convicted him, 
Henry L. Stimson, later to become 
Secretary of State, denounced the 
move. Stimson had been succeeded 


iat the time application was made 
for pardon by Henry A. Wise, who 
‘recommended that Musica’s’ sen- 
tence be commuted. 
$60,000 Customs Fraud. 

Musica was convicted in New 
York City on Oct. 29, 1909, of de- 
frauding the Government of approx- 
imately $60,000 in customs duties 
on cheese which had been brought 
‘into the country by the importing 
\firm of his father, Antonio Musica. 
It was shown that Philip Musica 
had conspired with customs agents 
to underweigh the cheese. The sav- 
ings that resulted were divided be- 
tween himself, the customs men 
and the foreign shipper. 

Customs men turned state’s evi- 
dence at the trial and got off. Mu- 
sica was fined $5000 and sentenced 


Elmira, N. Y. 

On April 10, 1910, Taft commut- 
ed the prison sentence and ordered 
the fine reduced to $1000. Petitions 
on Musica’s behalf sent to the 
White House and the Department 
of Justice were signed by officers 
of banks and importing houses, 
prominent Italian-Americans, the 
Italian Ambassador, and _ several 
minor politicians, the file at the De- 
partment of Justice shows. 

Attorney-General Wickersham’s 
report for 1910 explains the pardon 
as follows: 

“Petitioner’s pardon was asked on 
the ground of his youth, because he 
was not the corrupter, but was him- 
self corrupted by Government offi- 
cials who were then at liberty and 
retained in the Government service, 
and because he pleaded guilty and 
told the truth about the whole af- 
fair. The Attorney-General advised 
that the sentence be commuted to 
expire immediately and that the 
fine be reduced to $1000.” 

Family Ties Basis of Plea. 

In the petition for pardon it was 


urged that the elder Musica’s “little|# 


business” had been almost com- 
pletely destroyed because the son 
was in prison and could no longer 
direct it. ~ Musica, it was re- 
counted, was the eldest of eight 
children, the entire family was de- 
pendent on him, his health was 
breaking under the prison strain, 
and he had stopped his smuggling 
three vears before his conviction. 
It was also urged that he was “born 
in a foreign country and hence un- 
familiar with the means of resist- 
ing such importunate overtures” 
(as were made by the customs of- 
ficials). 

While Pardon Attorney Daniel 
M. Lyons would not make public 
the name of the former District 
Attorney who opposed the pardon, 
another Department of Justice of- 
ficial said it was Stimson. In op-

“The system,” he wrote, “was 
continued until discovery by an 
honest official of similar frauds, 
whereupon Musica desisted.” 
* Appeals were made, the file at 
the Justice Department shows, 
direct to Taft at the White House, 
particularly by “prominent Ital- 
ians.” Taft passed these along to 
his Attorney-General through his 
secretary, Fred W. Carpenter.

Ed Rommel, American League 
umpire, who is here working the 


the arm of a chair in his hotel 
lebby, looked back on his Dase- 
ball career for the past 20 years 
and forward to what, he hopes, 
will be another 20 years in the 
game he loves. 

The former knuckle ball pitcher 
of the Philadelphia Athletics doesn’t 
look his 42 years. Tanned and 
healthy in appearance after his 
spring training in the South, 
dressed in a subdued brown suit, he 
looked more like the successful law- 
yer or business man than like a 
hard-boiled umpire. 

Rommel really isn’t hard-boiled. 

“I can’t see why you should put 
® man out of a game for fighting 
for what he believes is right,” he 
said. “Of course, if he becomes 
abusive you must do so or you are 
whipped. There are ways and 
ways of arguing with an umpire.” 

A reference to the sore-arm epi- 
demic among big league pitchers 
today brought some positive opin- 
ions from the former hurler. 

“It is largely a matter of condi- 
tion,” he stated emphatically. “You 
can’t tell me that the moaern day 
pitcher is in the shape _ he 
should be in. If a pitcher gets his 
legs in proper condition with hard 
work in the spring and particular- 
ly if he does a great deal of run- 
ning, he’ll be able to pitch a full 
nine-inning game without tiring. 


“12 Years Without Sore Arm.” 

“This lively ball, of course, has 
put an unusual strain on a pitcher 
but I pitched 12 years under the 
same conditions without the sem- 
blance of a sore arm. 

“It all goes back to condition. 
When a pitcher is not in the proper 
condition he overexerts himself. 
Then, too, the pitcher today feels 
he must bear down on every pitch. 
Watch the teams in batting prac- 
tice when the pitcher is serving up 
just the kind of ball each batter 
wants to hit. How many of them 
go out of the park? Very few. 

“Control is the essential require- 
ment of every pitcher. That is at 
least 85 per cent of his effective- 


ness.

American News Broadcasts Reach 
Many Germans Within the Reich, 
Guarded Letters to N. B. C. Show 


One Correspondent Expresses Appreciation of 
Impartial Report in Gibberish Verse, 
Alternate Lines Carrying the Message 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Evidence 
that many German citizens are re- 
ceiving brief but impartial news 
of the outside world, despite Nazi 
measures directed at smothering 
unfavorable reports, or at tinting 
news a flattering shade before dis- 
playing it to the public, is found 
in letters from Germany sent to 
the National Broadcasting Co. in 
response to short-wave programs, 
conducted on regular schedule in 
six foreign languages. 

Thousands of letters also have 
been received from listeners in 
other parts of the world—from vir- 


tually every nation in Central 
Europe, from many points in South 
America, and from remote corners 
of Africa; in fact, from every spot 
that the long arm of the short- 
wave can reach. 

The programs include music both 
classical and popular, public dis- 
cussions, women’s notes, a “Holly- 
wood revue,” and other perform- 
ances of general interest and en- 
tertainment, but all include the 
news broadcasts. They go through 
the air at regular intervals, so 
listeners may expect the program 
at the same hour each day, in Ger- 
man, French, Spanish, Portuguese, 
Italian and English. 

Response From Germany. 


Most of the responses addressed 
to the International Division at 
NBC are precisely the same as 
those in any other radio editor's 
“mailbag.” Usually in compliment- 
ary vein, they commend or criti- 
cise the programs, frequently com- 
menting on the clarity of reception 
at distant points. 

There is no such variety, however, 
from the German language listen- 
ers. Almost like a Greek chorus, 
they comment as in one voice on 
the news dispatches. Wrote one 
correspondent from Bremen: 

“As I have already written to you 
I would be very much more inter- 
ested in report on America, eco- 
nomic talks, etc. than American 
dance music, which we can hear 
sufficiently. Outside of that the ob- 
jectivity of your Press News is gen- 
erally very much appreciated here.” 

Or, as another added more blunt- 
ly, in a letter postmarked Vienna: 
“In contrast to other stations, your 
hews service is objective for our 
needs, though too short, as we are 
starved for the truth. For reasons 
which are obvious to you, I cannot 
express myself any further.” 

The reason for cautious expres- 
sion, indeed, was so obvious, that 
N. B. C. International Division offi- 
cers are even yet surprised at the 
comparative volume of “fan mail,” 
averaging about 300 letters a 


‘month, that arrives from Germany. 


They are even more surprised on 
occasion at the contents. 


Significant Phrases. 


Frequently hidden in a mass of 
irrelevant comment, is a phrase or 
sentence which discloses the pur- 
pose of the writer. By way of illus- 
tration, Guy C. Hickok, program 
director of the International Divi- 
sion, recalled a two-page poem re- 
cently submitted by a German lis- 
tener, since mislaid. Until a care- 
ful reader noted that by eliminat- 
ing every other line it became a 
hymn of praise for the unbiased 
news service provided by the broad- 
casting company, it appeared to be. 
a mass of gibberish. 

An admirer from Munich depend- 
ed on interpretation of phraseology 
to get his — past possible cen- 
sorship: 

“As I was obliged to go to the 
Meeting on Friday, Nov. 11, 1938, 
against the Jews,” he wrote, “I 
could not listen, but a friend of 


me.” Presumably the man from 
Munich counted on a liberal in- 
terpretation of the word “obliged.” 

The importance of the news 
broadcasts from the United States 
is emphasized by a recent check-up 
disclosing that there are more than 
11,000,000 sets in Germany equipped 
to receive short-wave broadcasts.

The German Government has taken 
frequent cognizance of the “danger” 
from this foreign intrusion and on 
the occasion of certain public utter- 
ances—notably at the time of Hit- 
ler’s interrupted broadcast at Wil- 
helmshaven last month, has an- 
nounced penalties for any German 
found guilty of repeating news bul- 
letins heard over the short wave 
from foreign countries. Germans 
also were prohibited by edict from 
listening in groups, or even in pairs, 
to short wave news broadcasts. 
No Nazi Curb on Short-Wave. 


Although there is no way of de- 
termining the fact, it is assumed 
by authorities here that the German 
Government has not taken direct 
action by prohibiting sale or own- 
ership of short-wave receiving sets, 
because of fear of reprisal. If all 
German short-wave listeners were 
“liquidated,” it is reasonable to 
think that other nations would take 
steps to “jam” the air channels 
against Nazi broadcasts, at this 
time widely used for dissemination 
of propaganda. 

Meanwhile mechanically minded 
Teutons have perfected  contriv- 
ances by which the ordinary and 
inexpensive receiving set may be 
quickly equipped to bring in short- 
wave broadcasts. In defense, the 
German - directed commentators 
have frequently made first local an- 
nouncement of a current happening 
by introducing the subject with the 
statement that: “another lying re- 
port was sent out by the Jew-con- 
trolled broadcasting station in the 
United States,” or with the obser- 
vation that an account had been 
falsely interpreted by the broad- 
casting company because the “facts 
displeased its Jewish listeners in 
New York.” 


N. B. C. Withholds Signatures. 


Signatures on the letters received 
at N. B. C. from German listeners 
are withheld for the writers’ own 
protection, but each letter is pre- 
served and subject to the scrutiny 
of unprejudiced observers. Names 
signed to letters from other na- 
tions, including Italy, where contro] 
of foreign news has been less evi- 
dent than in other dictator-domi- 
nated countries, have been made 
part of a public record submitted 
to the FCC at Washington. Writing 
from the safety of Watermael, Be)- 
gium, Otto Meyer, 15 Rue des 
Pecheries, set forth: 

“We welcome the fact that now 
great democratic America broad- 
casts in German and in this way 
combats the Fascist lies of the Ger- 
man transmitters.” 

No such protection sheltered the 
writer whose communication bore 
qniy his initials, but who asked 
that his letter be acknowledged on 
the air if it was received, It fol- 
lows in part: 

“I must say that I doubt that you 
will receive this letter for a severe 
censorship rules in free and co-ordi- 
nated Germany. The fact remains 
that most Germans listen to foreign 
reports and not to those here for 
we have lost faith in our Govern- 
ment.” 


“Deep Rift”— —“People Bleed.” 


“There is a deep rift between the 
people and the Government and 
here it is proven once again that 
a minority rules.

Insurance Payments Next 
Year—Workers in Some 
Agricultural Industries 
Exempted. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee whipped into shape today a 
revision of the Social Security sys- 
tem designed to provide tax relief 
for employers and more extensive 
benefits for workers. 

Principal recommendations to be 
presented soon to the House are: 

1, Reductions in employers’ pay- 
ments of state unemployment com- 
pensation taxes. States making the 
reductions must assure adequate 
reserves and meet minimum stand- 


ards for unemployment benefit pay- 
ments. 

2. Freezing of old age insurance 
taxes at the present level of 1 per 
cent of payrolls on both workers 
and employers. 

3. Fixing a top limit of $3000 a 
year on wages subject to unem- 
ployment taxes. Social Security 
Board experts estimated that this 
would save $60,000,000 a year to em- 
ployers. 

Date of Payments Advanced. 

4. Beginning old age insurance 
payments Jan. 1, 1940, instead of 
1942, with more liberal payments 
than the Social Security. system 
now provides for beneficiaries in 
the early years. 

5. Expanding exemptions to ex- 
clude from the system workers in 
some agricultural industries. 

6. Liberalizing Federal grants to 
states for aid to dependent children 
so the Federal Government will pay 
50 cents instead of 331-3 of each 
dollar. 

The committee’s decisions were 
announced late yesterday by Chair- 
man Doughton. 

The board's proposal to give so- 
cial security benefits to additional 
millions of workers was rejected. 

Unemployment Tax Plan. 

The committee worked out a com- 
plicated arrangement by which 
states with adequate reserves to 
back up unemployment insurance 
programs may lower their -tax 
rates. The committee probably will 
define an adequate reserve as not 
less than 150 per cent of the high- 
est amount paid into a State un- 
employment compensation reserve 
fund in a year, or 150 per cent of 
the largest amount paid out of such 
a fund in a year, whichever is the 
greater. 

In addition, Chairman Doughton 
said, the committee probably will 
propose that unemployment pay- 
ments be made for at least 16 
weeks, beginning not more than 
two weeks after the recipients lose 
their jobs. In those 16 weeks, an 
individual could get payments up 
to a miximum of one-half his year- 
ly earnings. The minimum each 
week would be not less than half 
the full-time weekly earnings. 

The 3 per cent Federal tax now 
produces about $840,000,000 a year 
in revenue. Actually, the Federal 
Government gets only 10 per cent 
of the collections, for administra- 
tive expenses. Against the Fed- 
eral tax, employers are permitted 
to credit their contributions to 
state unemployment funds, up to 
90 per cent of the Federal tax. Un- 
der the new formula, states could 
lower their rates but the employer 
would still get the same amount of 
credit against the Federal tax as 
at present.

Discrimination Against Dingus Makers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

SN’T it high time for us city slickers 

to get together and learn a lesson from 
the hicks in the sticks? We have been 
treated to a detailed discussion by Thad 
Snow over the trouble of honestly divid- 
ing the money given the cotton planters 
by the Government for not planting cot- 
ton. It has been going on for several 
years. I rise to inquire what the poor 
manufacturer got for not making din- 
guses? Not a dime, so far as I can 
ascertain. 

I have been making dinguses for years 
(or rather my workers have, just like 
the cropper grows thé cotton), but I am 
no longer proud of it. Two-thirds of my 
factory has been idle for nearly 10 years 
except for two slight flurries of increased 
business activity. Did the Government 
send me checks for letting my factory 
lie idle? It did not. Nor did the Gov- 
ernment have to coerce me into reduc- 
ing my production. When I found that 
people wouldn't or couldn’t buy dinguses 
any more, I simply laid off my dingus 
workers. It never occurred to me to 
ask the Government for money for not 
making dinguses. That’s a lesson we now 
should learn. 


Our arguments for this procedure are. 


just as sound as those of the cotton 
planters. Along with them, we lost our 
export market when we just couldn't 
take any more phony I. O. U.’s from 
foreign nations. We wanted gold which 
these foreign nations didn’t have. We 
couldn’t take goods because that would 
make more unemployment here and we 
have more unemployed already than we 
know what to do with. 

I am like any other business man, I 
would like to make some money, I am 
not in business for my health. We should 
emulate the farmers and start producing 
dinguses until the country chokes on ’em. 
The dingus surplus will then become a 
menace to our “institooshuns” and a 
Dingus Control Act will be hurriedly 
passed by an overwhelming majority of 
Congress. We will then get checks for 
not producing dinguses, and while we 
may encounter some difficulties about 
dividing the money with our former 


dingus workers, we've got to expect some | 


bitter with the sweet. 

I hope the above comparison demon- 
strates that it is illogical to maintain 
a system of subsidized artificial scarcity, 
and that continuation of this course will 
lead to social upheavals.

THE ROUT AT JEFFERSON CITY. 

The fight is in the open now. With the Governor’s 
police bill on the floor of the House, the people of 
Missouri are seeing just where their Representatives 
stand. And make no mistake about it. The eyes of 
Missouri are on Jefferson City. 

Several efforts have been made to kill the bill by 
amendments. One was a proposal to refer the 
measure for adoption or rejection to a vote of the 
people of Kansas City. A fat chance the Dill would 
have in such a referendum, with the present Pender- 
gast machine police force on the job, and the strong- 
arm squads facing the alternative of survival or 
extinction. The scheme was denounced for exactly 
what it was and was beaten. 

Another amendment would have limited the life of 
the act to four years, after which brief interlude 
the police would be turned back to local control. In 
support of this amendment, it was argued that the 
Governor’s bill was an emergency measure, which 
would have served its purpose when the emergency 
had passed. Some of the Governor’s supporters were 
beguiled by this contention, which, superficially plaus- 
ible, may have appealed, too, to the sentiment for 
home rule which is widely and sincerely held. But 
theory has to step aside for practice. The practice 
of a State-controlled metropolitan police department, 
as demonstrated in St.’ Louis and St. Joseph, has jus- 
tified itself as conclusively as home rule has vilified 
itseM# in Kansas City. 

All through two days of House fighting, the Gover- 
nor won every battle. The Pendergast machine has 
piled up a record of unbroken defeats. And credit 
where credit is due. It is the Republican members 
of the House who have saved the day. There are 49 
of them. They have stood almost solidly with the 
Governor’s Democratic contingent. They have pro- 
vided the votes required to repulse the Pendergast 
machine snipers. 

It were naive to imagine that the Republicans are 
unaware of the political advantage likely to accrue 
to their party for rallying to the banner of a Demo- 
cratic Governor’s drive against the corrupt Pender- 
gast machine—a Governor deserted by the majority 
of his own party in this critical issue. 

If this be politics, the Republicans are within their 
rights in making the most of an opportunity which 
the Democrats, in purblind fealty to a demoralized 
machine and a discredited Boss, have handed them on 
a silver platter. 

Anyhow, the thing to do is to complete the collapse 
of Pendergastism by wresting control of the Kansas 
City police force from the foul junta that demoral- 
ized, debauched and degraded Kansas City. 

To those who do it, whatever their party label, be 
the power and the glory. 
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IN MEMORY OF FRAY MARCOS DE NIZA. 

Arizona has just honored a figure whose name is 
unknown to other regions, but who played an im- 
portant role in the West’s earliest day. He was Fray 
Marcos de Niza, a Franciscan friar, the first European 
to see the country west of the Rockies. Just 400 
years ago, Fray Marcos entered Arizona on his long 
walk from Mexico, seeking the fabled Seven Cities of 
Cibola. In what is now New Mexico he saw the 
Zuni villages from a distance, bathed in a golden 
sunset, and returned to fire the imagination of Coro- 
nado, whose ill-fated expedition he guided to the re- 
gion in 1540. 

Now a great cross and altar have been dedicated 
to the early traveler, beside the highway near Lochiel, 
Ariz. The monument reminds the motoring passer-by 
how much the Southwest is indebted to the early 
Spanish explorers and missionaries, and what an 
ancient heritage is possessed by the youngest member 
of the American Union. 
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After 50 years of total abstinence, Hitler is now 
drinking a special 1 per cent beer. Perhaps he’ll 
fill a drunkard’s grave yet. 
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PROFITS AHEAD OF PATRIOTISM. 

The current European crisis again shows the 
greatest of all internationals at work—the arma- 
ment makers’ international. Some of the recent 
disclosures were reviewed in an article yesterday 
by Dewitt Mackenzie, Associated Press writer on 
foreign affairs. 

Britain is paying royalties to Germany on the 
Bren machine gun patent, formerly held by Czecho- 
Slovakia. Germany has offered to sell France war 
planes confiscated from the Czechs. Italy has built 
a destroyer for Russia, and the U. 8. S. R. in turn 
has resumed selling oil to the Italian navy. When 
asked if he would propose that Britain and other 
states cease the sale of war materials to the Nazis, 
Prime Minister Chamberlain answered No. 

In war as well as peace, the arms industry disre- 
gards national boundaries. There was a steady ex- 
change of military materials between the Allies and 
the Central Powers during the World War, by way 
of neutral countries. A strange episode was that of the 
Briey basin, from which France got 70 per cent of 
its iron. The Germans captured the area early in 
the war, but the mines and smelters were never 
bombarded by the French, although a recent writer 
says their destruction “would have come close to 
spelling German ruin.” 

The arms interests of the various countries are 
closely interrelated, and profits, it has been shown, 
come ahead of patriotism with their managements. 
Indeed, war scares have on several occasions been 
traced to their astute salesmanship. The arms in- 
ternational is not, of course, solely responsible for 
Europe’s perilous straits, but its activities bear close 
watching. Such disclosures as those just recorded 
inspire the frequent agitation in all countries for 
nationalization of arms manufacture. 
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Tom Pendergast and his cronies realize too late 
that it was a fatal mistake to let the people send 
all those Republicans to the Legislature. 
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SETBACK TO A LEGALISTIC ART. 

The fine art of befuddling a jury may not be 
taught in the law schools, but there are many 
lawyers who have developed it to a high state of 
perfection. The judicial worm is turning, however, 
and legalistic dust-throwing has suffered a definite 
setback by action of a New York Judge. The case 
against the defendant, an alleged jewel thief, was 
well-nigh perfect. Yet the jury failed to agree, 
and the Judge attributed this to the lawyér’s tac- 
tics of confusing the issue. So he imposed a fine 
of $250 on the attorney, and ordered it paid in 
a week, with prison as the alternative. 

Perhaps other Judges will be encouraged by the 
episode to ‘take steps against wily men of law who

try to pull the wool over a jury’s eyes. Perhaps 
some of the offending attorneys will see the wisdom 
of conducting their defense by legitimate tactics. 
In any event, the public will applaud the action 
against an artifice that breeds distrust of court 


procedure. 
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A JOB FOR THE STATE BAR COMMITTEE. 
R. Emmet O’Malley’s brazen attempt to shake 
down the organizers of the General American Life 


Insurance Co. for $200,000, which we commented on}. 


two weeks ago, has a nightmarish counterpart in 
the revelation of the political extortion perpetrated 
or attempted against the Continental Life Insur- 
ance Co. 

O’Malley, as State Superintendent of Insurance, 
forced this company into receivership. A succession 


of questionable acts by the management had ren- 


dered the company vulnerable, and the political vul- 
tures which the Pendergast machine had installed 
in Jefferson City swooped down in hungry attack. 

The company was eventually sold to a Kansas 
City insurance concern whose president was closely 
allied with the Pendergast machine. But this deal 
was not completed until the assets were milked 
of upward of $135,000 in fat fees for political at- 
torneys. 

Some $35,000 in attorneys’ fees had been paid out 
of the company’s cash assets before the case came 
under the jurisdiction of Circuit Judge John W. 
Joynt. When Judge Joynt took over, the political 
attorneys appointed by O’Malley had a field day. 
To Jim Aylward, Pendergast chairman of the State 
Democratic Executive Committee, went $50,000. To 
St. Louis’ own James A. Waechter, who was later 
ousted from the City Election Board, went $30,000. 
Frank Aschemeyer got $20,000. 

Given the type of Insurance Department in author- 
ity in Jefferson City in the O’Malley era, all this 
followed a more or less predictable pattern. It re- 
mained for a Kansas City lawyer named John W. 
Hudson to give racketeering in distressed insur- 
ance companies a new twist. In 1935, some months 
before the sale of Continental to the Kansas City 
concern, Hudson approached Ed Mays, president 
of Continental when it was taken over by O'Malley, 
with an offer to effect a restoration of the com- 
pany to him for a fee of $150,000. 

Hudson’s scheme, which he was indiscreet enough 
to embody in a written agreement, crossed the sali- 
@nt features of O’Malley’s shakedown technique with 
the well-known St. Louis racket of looting closed 
banks. Hudson undertook to procure the sale of the 
closed Wellston Trust Co. to Mays and his associates 
at a figure which would enable them to pay the 
$150,000 fee out of profits on the liquidation of the 
assets. In short, he agreed to obtain the sale of the 
bank’s assets to Mays at a figure $150,000 under their 
real value. 

This brilliant hybrid of fraud failed to go through. 
Nevertheless, the rapacious scheme has been laid bare 
for all to see—including the State Bar Committee. 

The State Bar Committee should probe deep.

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GRINNELL STUDIES WORLD AFFAIRS. 

Symposiums on important current issues, conducted 
by authoritative speakers, have long been an annual 
midsummer custom in various Hastern institutions. 
Less widely known is the Middle Western adoption of 
the idea, as established at Grinnell College, Grinnell, 
Ia. The Iowa school’s fifth Institute of International 
Relations, to be held June 15 to 24, has just been 
announced. 

The central theme of the conference will be Ameri- 
can foreign policy in this time of crisis. Dr. Eduard 
Benes, former President of Czecho-Slovakia, heads 
the list of distinguished speakers. Others are F. 
Wilhelm Sollman, former Minister of the Interior of 
the German Republic; R. H. Markham, a foreign cor- 
respondent of 26 years’ residence in Central Europe; 
T. Z. Koo, Chinese leader; Laura Puffer Morgan, 
American peace worker, and Norman Thomas. 

The Middle West has often been accused of indif- 
ference to world affairs. Grinnell’s ambitious pro- 
gram of education and discussion should go far to 
refute the charge. 
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In fairness to O'Malley, let it here and now be 
recorded that when he stepped into an insurance com- 
pany’s office in St. Louis in the old days, he never 
once said, “This is a stickup.” 
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WILL THE BEAR WALK ALONE? 

Shortly after the Munich conference, in which Rus- 
gia was coldly shouldered aside by Britain and France, 
Moscow threatened to turn its back on Europe and 
adopt an isolationist policy. Less than two months 
ago, Stalin served notice that Russia recognized the 
collapse of the so-called united front of non-aggres- 
sive Powers and henceforth would walk alone. 

These statements are worth recalling in the light 
of the startling announcement that Maxim Litvinoy 
has been “released” from his post as Commissar of 
Foreign Affairs. For Litvinov had long been an 
advocate of collective security, had backed the 
League of Nations, had labored long for a united 
front against Fascist aggressions, and at the moment 
was engaged in highly important negotiations with 
Britain and France looking toward a military alli- 
ance. Another item of significance is the fact that 
Molotov, who succeeds Litvinov, has condemned the 
League of Nations, and has proposed bilateral agree- 
ments rather than multilateral pacts to carry out 
Russia’s foreign policy. 

Litvinov was scheduled to meet the British and 
French Foreign Ministers at Geneva on May 15 in 
an effort to thresh out the unsettled points about the 
proposed alliance, The negotiations, of course, now 
are blocked until the Russian policy becomes clear. 

If the result of the change is indeed Soviet with- 
drawal from European affairs, then the British and 
French statesmen have only themselves to blame for 
the loss of Russian aid if ang when the day of reck- 
oning with the Rome-Berlin axis comes. By snub- 
bing Russia at Munich, by haggling over terms in the 
current negotiations, they may have crystallized 
Moscow’s antagonism against their policies, and 
brought Russia again to the role of the Bear That 
Walks Alone. 
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Putty Nose Brady’s bill to make violation of the 
bookmaking law a misdemeanor instead of a felony 
has been killed in committee.

direct intimidation and even intervention. 
Significant are these words of M. R. J. 
Sandler, Sweden’s Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, a man known for prudence and mod- 
eration: 

“It has been reported to me,” said this 
statesman, “that certain German authorities 
have tried to impose ‘Aryanization’ on the 
Reich’s commercial relations with other 
countries. Thus, Swedish firms doing busi- 
ness with the Reich have been asked to em- 
ploy only Aryan workers. But that is not 
all. They have been asked for informa- 
tion concerning their personnel and capital 
investments—always from the point of view 
of ‘Aryanism’—not only for the branches of 
Swedish firms np Germany and subject to 
the law like Ge man firms, but also for the 
home offices in |weden. Here the bounds of 
propriety are ii xcusably overstepped. 

“This much jas been brought to light: 
first, the impé ition on commercial rela- 
tions of dema of an intolerable nature; 
second, the att@gpt to apply to a neighbor- 
ing country a ely German law whose va- 
lidity is not ré@ognized here and which of- 
fends our sense of justice.” 

After declaring that to submit to such 
tactics would be “an act of betrayal toward 
Swedish export trade in general,” the Min- 
ister concluded: 

“In the interest of the healthy relations 
we wish to maintain between German econ- 
omy and Swedish economy, it is desirable 
that such tactics be stopped as quickly as 
possible.”

Lest it be thought that the case of Sweden 
is an isolated one, we think it wise to recall 
some passages from a recent address by the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs for Denmark. 
These are the words of Dr. Munch: 

“It has been called to our attention that 
representatives of German business houses 
working in our country have been demoted 
because they were Jews. Other Jews have 
been discharged from German branch of- 
fices in Denmark. Whi'e these things do 
not concern us, there are cases of another 
sort, as where ' braries have been urged to 
remove from t! jir shelves certain undesir- 
able books. It seems also that in certain 
large factories| ewish employes have been 
turned out... ; | 

Since Munich there has beén an increase 
in articles in; ferman newspapers every- 
where demanding more trade with the Nor- 
dic countries, ich the Koelnische Zeitung 
calls “the nat partners of German com- 
merce,” 

Nic Blaedel e principal foreign editor 
of a large consgrvative Danish newspaper, 
the Berlingske- Tidende. In the Oct. 7 eve- 
ning edition of this paper, the Berlingske 
Aftenavis, M. Blaedel, speaking of the con- 
ditions in the Sudeten districts under Nazi 
domination, cited, from the London Times 
of Oct. 6 and without comment, passages 
from a speech by Mr. Acland of the House 
of Commons, on Nazi atrocities. 

The German Legation at Copenhagen took 
crude steps of retaliation against the own- 
ers of the newspaper and against the Dan- 
ish Government itself. The latter was 
threatened with economic reprisals, which 
were referred to by the official organ ot 
the Nazis in Denmark, the National Tidende, 


as follows: “Germany is entirely free to 
choose her markets. Henceforth, she will 
trade with countries whose public opinion 
is well-disposed toward her.” 

The next day, the Berlingske Tidende 
printed, in large type, apologies for repro- 
ducing the “unbelievable” statement of Mr. 
Acland. It was announced that M. Blaedel 
would quit his editorship in three months, 
and, three days later, the Prime .Minister de- 
clared that “the Danish press is free, but 
that it had to be properly aware of its re- 
sponsibilities and must discuss international 
questions impartially.” 


It would be unfair, of course, to cen- 
sure our Scandinavian friends who have 
been constrained to behave as they have. 
The examples set by the Western democra- 
cies and the fate of those who trusted them 
(Benes, Schuschnigg, the Emperor of Ethi- 
opia) are hardly encouraging. 

The sentiments of Scandinavian statesmen 
are unquestioned—they are social-minded, 
passionately devoted to the cause of democ- 
racy, freedom and parliamentary institutions. 
The totalitarian regimes repel them as well 
as most of the people of their countries. 

The Scandinavian states have been the 
most active supporters of the League of Na- 
tions and the international order it was sup- 
posed to administer. The downfall of the 
League and the French and British attitude 
before, during and after the September 
crisis gave them a profound shock. Is it 
strange that they seek to withdraw from in- 
ternational competition, to reaffirm their 
policy of neutrality, to prepare as best they 
can against surprise attack, while doing all 
in their power not to give offense to the 
Germany of Hitler? 


A THREAT TO THE PERSIMMON.

OUNTRY-BRED folks in these parts can 

hardly believe there is ever likely to be 
any shortage of persimmon trees, for this 
variant of the ebony tree has grown every- 
where, and especially where it was not pre- 
cisely wanted. For all that, however, Secre- 
tary Wallace reports the persimmon is 
threatened by a mysterious ailment that is 
spreading like an epidemic, and he wants 
enough money to study the disease, con- 
fine it and combat it if possible. He ought 
to get it, for the welfare of the persimmon 
affects the interest of everybody, from a 
possum to a golfer. 

Persimmons are the favorite fruit of a 
wide range of wildlife, and many human 
beings like the 'simmon after frost has fallen 
hard on it and removed that amazingly 
puckery quality it has when green. Per- 
simmon wood makes the best heads for golf 
clubs. Growing everywhere, the tree is a 
great help in preventing and controlling soil 
erosion. The wood has many uses, and a 
persimmon tree weil loaded in the fall is the 
mecca of possum hunters. 

The Bureau of the Budget has turned 
down a request for $25,000 to be employed 
in getting after the ailment of the persim- 
mon, and in so doing seems penny wise and 


pound foolish, though not for the first time.

The concept of “alien Slavs” in Bo- 
hemia is breath-taking. It is an- 
other of those “gigantic lies” which 
Hitler praises in “Mein Kampf’”— 
for their effectiveness with the sim- 
ple-minded. 

The argument that Czechia had 
no possibility of economic inde- 
pendence once she began to be dis- 
membered tells the Poles precisely 
where they stand. 

If Germany gets Danzig, she can 
throw whatever agreement she may 
make about protecting Polish eco- 
nomic rights in that harbor into 
the waste basket. Inasmuch as the 
port of Danzig clears two-thirds of 
the Polish commerce, the possibility 
of Polish economic independence 
will be greatly lessened. 

If Germany gets the strip of land 
across Pomorze.which she claims 
for access to East Prussia, Poland 
is utterly lost. For that so-called 
motor road—envisaged as a strip 
17 miles wide—will cut her off 
from her only other’ seaport, 
Gdynia, and Argument 6 will then 
be applied to Poland. 


* » 


Germany is not “cut off” from 
East Prussia, She can reach it by 
sea in a few minutes. Given de- 
cent relations, she can reach it by 
road or rail over Polish territory, 
as we reach Detroit from Buffalo 
over Canadian territory. The ar- 
gument for demanding a strip of 
land connecting the United States 
with Alaska is equally valid! 

As for a nation’s “culture,” it is 
whatever Hitler decides it to be. 
The “culture” of Bohemia was 
greatly influenced by its predom- 
inantly Hussite religion; it shared 
the culture of the Austro-Hungari- 
an Empire, which was very differ- 
ent from the Prussian; and in the 
last 20 years it has been greatly 
influenced by the ideas of freedom, 
which were Anglo-Saxon and Amer- 
ican. The “culture” of Poland is 
Slavic, German, French and curi- 
ously enough, Polish. ... but what 
is a word? 

Argument 8 means that if any 
small nation tries to protect itself 
by a treaty of friendship and non- 
aggression with another Power, it 
is an “arsenal” for that country. 

We are actually asked to believe 
that it was Czecho-Slovakia that 
was threatening Germany, rather 
than the other way around, and 
one wonders why Czecho-Slovakia 
let all those years elapse when shé 
was armed and Germany was not, 
and did not attack and attempt to 
annex Germany during the great 
breakdown of the German inflation 
in 1923. 

And Argument 9 is good for any 
aggression, anywhere, any time. 


There was one other argument: 
That Germany did the Czechs a 
friendly service by persuading 
them not. to resist, because if they 
had, Czecho-Slovakia would cer- 
tainly have been destroyed, in a 
most dreadful blood bath. 

That remains the truly effective 
argument, and needs no rational- 
ization. Without aid, they certain- 
ly would have been razed to the 
ground. So, argue the Germans, 
will the Poles,

Hitler is a little sorry for all the 
peoples he plans to gobble up. For 
war would devastate the territory 
he wants to add to the Reich and 
use up armaments that he wants 
to “confiscate” in order to prevent 
them from doing harm. Doing

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Leafy Green 


Vegetables 


Have High Food Rating 


Quick Cooking in 


Should Be Washed Carefully if Served Raw— 


Small Amount of 


Water Recommended. 


Even before the searchlight of 
food research was turned on leafy, 
green vegetables their value in hu- 
man nutrition was pretty generally 
appreciated. Today they have an 
important place on the list of “pro- 
tective foods”"—a way: nutritionists 
have of designating foods with «a 
very high dietetic rating. 

Leafy, green vegetables merit a 
place on this list chiefly because 
they are rich in both iron and vita- 
min A. The thinner and greener 
the leaf, in fact, the richer they 
are in both. Many of them are also 
very rich sources of calcium. These 
three nutrients, according to a re- 
cent nation-wide survey, are food 
essentials in which American diets 
are often low. 

Green leaves are also excellent 
sources of vitamin G. Thrown in 
for good measure are considerable 
amounts of vitamin C and vitamin 
B. Leafy vegetables, in addition, 
contribute bulk of roughage, some 
of which is usually desirable in the 
diets of persons in normal health. 

With such an array of food 
values under one cover, it’s little 
wonder that nutritionists consider 
leafy, green vegetables on the 
“must” list of foods. They advise 
at least one serving a day either 
of these or of a yellow vegetable, 
for everyone in the family. 

Just which of the many leafy, 
green vegetables the homemaker 
serves her family is not: especially 
important—as long as she serves 
some kind the year round. Certain 
varieties, of course, fit in better 
with limited budgets than others, 
because they supply the same min- 
erals and vitamins more economi- 
cally. 

In the spring and early summer, 
wild “greens” that grow in vacant 
lots and in meadows are there to 
improve and add variety to family 
menus just for the gathering. Dur- 
ing the spring and summer, too, 
most vegetables become plentiful 
on local markets, because of large 
production in nearby market gar- 
dens. And home gardens can be 
planted so that they supply some 
sort of greens—beet tops, chard, 
spinach, mustard, kale, collards, tur- 
nip tops—up until the first frost. 

With such a wealth of green ma- 
terial coming on, now’s the time to 
check up on the recommendations 
for selecting, cooking and serving 
these vegetables. 

Whether greens are wild or culti- 
vated, the choice ones will be fresh, 
young and tender. They'll have a 
good color. There'll be less waste 
in stems well-filled with leaves than 
in straggly ones. Signs of poor 
quality are dry, yellowed leaves, 
woody stems, seed stems, leaves 
that are bruised or show evidence 
of disease or insect injury. Wilted 
greens should be examined care- 
fully. 

Wash Thoroughly. 

First necessary step in getting 
a leafy vegetable ready to eat is 
the washing. Here the keynote is 
thoroughness. With so much sur- 
face, often waxy, exposed, a lot 
of dust and grit can collect. To 
get every bit of this off, the greens 
need to go through several wash 
waters. The first waters may be 
warm to make cleaning’ easier. 
The last waters should be cold to 
make the leaves crisp, if they are 
to be served raw. 

Such greens as watercress, en- 
dive, lettuce and cabbage are old 
and respected members of the salad 
family. Other tender, mild-flavored 
leaves may also be served uncooked. 
Spinach, for instance, may be 
mixed with pieces of fresh tomato, 
sliced hard-cooked egg, bits of 
crisp bacon and the family’s fa- 
vorite dressing, to make a color- 
ful, nutritious salad. 

However, when any member of 
the family, with a reminiscent look 
in his eye, puts in a request for 
a good “mess of greens,” it’s usual- 
ly the cooked ones he’s thinking 
of. And for cooking green, leafy 
vegetables there are some definite 
precautions for. saving food value, 
preserving the green color, getting 
the desirable texture. 

In a nutshell, the cooking tech- 
nigue recommended is, “cook as 
quickly as possible, using little or 
no water. Use the cooking water 
if that’s possible. And after the 
water starts to boil, leave the pan 
uncovered,” 

Behind this brief rule are a 
number of scientific “whys.” Some 
of the vitamins are destroyed by 
heat. Certain vitamins and min- 
eral salts are dissolved in the cook- 
ing water and are lost if that’s 
thrown away. The short cooking 
period reduces the amount of vita- 
min loss by heating. The use of 
little water makes it easier to use 
any valuable liquid that’s left over. 

Leave the lid off the pan, chief- 
ly to keep the appetizing green 
color. With the breakdown of the 
cell walls of the vegetable in cook- 
ing, certain acids are released to 
play havoc with the green color- 
ing matter, unless they are allowed 
to go off into the air in steam. 
It’s all right to leave the lid on 
the pan until the steam begins to 


form. 
Do Not Add Soda. 
Some cooks would make sure 
that this green does not turn dull 
olive or ugly brown by adding a 
pinch of soda to the cooking water 
to neutralize these acids. This 
practice ‘is wasteful of food value, 
since all vitamins are more easily 
destroyed in alkaline than acid 
water. An over amount 


soda/ 


need no more water to cook in 
than that which clings to the leaves 
after they’re washed. Young, ten- 
der greens may be simmered in 
milk. They must be watched close- 
ly so they will not burn. 

Time of cooking greens varies. 
Properly cooked they'll still have 
some of their crispness. For leaves 
of beet greens and swiss chard, an 
amount large enough to make five 
or six servings—cooking will take 
about 10 minutes. The same 
amount of spinach will need five 
to eight minutes. If stems are in- 
cluded, cooking will take a little 
longer. Tender stalks may also be 
used but it’s a good idea to cut them 
in pieces about an inch long so 
they'll cook faster. 

For seasoning well-flavored 
greens—butter, cream, or top milk, 
salt, and pepper may be enough. 
Slices of hard-cooked egg and slices 
of crisp bacon sprinkled over the 
top of the dish or mixed in with

greens that need more seasqning, 
put finely minced pepper, onions, 
or parsley into the cooking liquid.

It goes 
with nearly any greens, but with 
the stronger-flavored ones it may

Wilted Dandelion Greens. 

Wash two quarts dandelion greens 
thoroughly, and cut into small 
pieces with scissors. Heat four 
tablespoons bacon fat, one-fourth 
cup mild vinegar, and one teaspoon 
galt in a skillet. Add the greens, 
cover, and cook at moderate heat 
until the greens are wilted. Serve 
at once. 


Heat one pint thin cream in a 
double boiler. Add one tablespoon 
gelatin. Beat three egg whites un- 
til stiff, add one-third cup of 
sugar, a pinch of salt and one tea- 
spoon vanilla.

3,000,000 Figure to Be 
Reached When Recreation 


Project Is Complete.

WASHINGTON, May 4-—wWithin 
easy reach of St. Louis sportsmen 
and holiday-makers, more than i,- 
000,000 acres of wooded recreation 
ground, which are being stocked 
with fish and game, have now been 
purchased by the Forest Service 
Department of Agriculture, ac- 
cording to a memorandum made 
public today. The total project 
will consist eventually of 3,000,000 
acres, beginning in Ste. Genevieve, 
Clark, Phelps and Pulaski counties, 
and extending by plots almost to 
the Arkansas border on the south, 
and to the Oklahoma border on the 
southwest. 

Into the streams of one section, 
known as Gardner Forest, the Bu- 
reau of Fisheries has introduced 
250,000 small mouth bass. In an- 
ether division, called Clark For- 
est, 100,000 fish were planted last 
year in streams and 7000 in ridge 
ponds. In co-operation with the 
Missouri Conservation Commission, 
forest rangers and Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps crews released _ in 
suitable areas, during 1938, 450 wild 
turkeys and 69 deer. 

Two 30-Acre Lakes Being Made. 

For recreational purposes, two 
30-acre lakes are being made near 
Willow Springs and West Plains, in 
Gardner Forest, with plans for pic- 
nic grounds and scenic strips along 
the truck trails. Plans are nearly 
completed for a similar develop- 
ment on Current River in Clark 
Forest. 

The Ozark watershed, in this dis- 
trict, constitutes less than 4 per 
cent of the Mississippi River 
drainage, but on an average since 
1911 has contributed about 12 per 
cent of the Mississippi's flood wa- 
ters, This is ascribed in part to 
overgrazing. Management of graz- 
ing resources in Gardner Forest 
was taken over by the Government 
last year. Sixteen permits were is- 
sued to local citizens for grazing 
126 head of stock on about 4000 
acres. 

Sale of Government timber on 
forest units in Missouri last year 
provided ‘about 5000 man-days of 
work, an increase of some 40 per 
eent over the total.in 1937. A still 
greater increase is indicated, it is 
said, for 1939. Much of the tim- 
ber removed in Southeast Missouri 
was old and defective, but the best 
parts were converted into lumber. 
Timber stand improvement was 
completed on 4000 acres by CCC 
erews. 

Since virtually all the forest fires 
in Missouri are man-caused, fores- 
try officers last year reported 200 
lectures, exhibits and contacts with 
organized groups in the interest of 
fire prevention. Thanks to this ed- 
ucational program, it is stated that 
in 1938 Gardner Forest cut the 
number of its fires in half, and re- 
duced the acreage burned by three- 
fourths, as compared to the fire rec- 
ord of previous years. Clark For- 
est increased its number of fires, 
but the burned-over acreage was 30 
per cent less than in 1937. 

Gardner Forest now has 23 100- 
foot steel lookout towers, of which 
12 have living quarters for the 
towermen, Last year 30 miles of 
all-weather gravel-surfaced truck 
trails were built, in addition to 309 
miles of such roads already con- 
structed. Telephone lines equal to 
the road mileage were completed. 
In Clark Forest five lookout towers, 
21 miles of telephone lines and 72 
miles of truck trails were complet- 
ed during 1938. 

Also, last year, 2,750,000 seedlings 
were planted by the CCC and local 
citizens in seriously denuded areas. 
The trees were grown at the For- 
est Service nursery. in Licking, 
which furnished planting stock for 
purchase units in Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio. 


MISSOURI CLOTHING STORES 
REPORT IMPROVED BUSINESS 


General Business Much Better in 
March Than in Same 
Month Last Year. 

WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
March sales of a group of Missouri 
independent men’s and boys’ cloth- 
ing stores reporting to the census 
bureau were 31.4 per cent over those 
of March, 1938. Family clothing 
stores did 8.3 per cent more busi- 
ness and the apparel group had 7.6 
per cent more income. 

General business was much bet- 
ter in Missouri in March this year 
than in the same month a year 
ago. Only the food group, grocery 
stores with meats, hardware stores 
and filling stations reported a low- 
er volume of business. 

Lumber and building material 
dealers had 23.8 per cent more 
business. Motor vehicle dealers 
said sales were up 23.6 per cent. 
Florists, drug stores, dry goods, 
furniture, department, women's 
specialty, shoes and jewelry stores 


all reported a higher income.

Three tapeworms commonly af. 
fect man. The name tapeworm has 
no scientific significance, but is de- 
rived from the tape-like appearance 
of the worm. The three distinct 
worms are the fishworm, the beef- 
worm and the porkworm, the de- 
scriptive name indicating the ani- 
mal from which the ova are trans- 
mitted to man. 


The fish tapeworm, when im- 
planted in the human intestine, dis- 
charges a continuous stream of 
eggs, which may pass into fresh 
water to be swallowed by crawfish 
and snails and other small animal 
victims of pike, salmon, trout and 
bass. From the fish intestine they 
make their way to the muscles, 
and thence back into the intestinal 
tract of a man. 

The beef tapeworm enters the 
human body in the envelope of the 
flesh of cattle. Man consumes un- 
der-cooked or raw beef containing 
the dormant larva. It is estimated 
by reliable authorities that unless 
the hamburger steak concessions at 
the New York and San Francisco 
fairs are carefully supervised, five 
million cases of beef tapeworm in- 
festation will develop next year. 


That picture, however, sounds 
somewhat blacker than the actual 
harm amounts to, because tape- 
worm causes almost no symptoms 
whatever. The old idea that the 
harboring of a tapeworm creates an 
awful appetite is unfortunately not 
true. I know a lot of men who 
would try to acquire a tapeworm 
were that true. .

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HE HAS THE MUMPS.

EXT month the Methodist Or- 
Apa Home Association will 

celebrate the eleventh anniver- 
sary of the inauguration of a mod- 
ern social service program that has 
breught it the honor of holding the 
only institutional membership for 
the State of Missouri in the Child 
Welfare League of America. Al- 
though the league, which is com- 
parable in its field with the Amer- 
ican Medical Association and the 
American Bar Association, has in- 
dorsed other St. Louis societies ac- 
tive in child care, it has singled out 
the Methodist home at 4385 Mary- 
land avenue as the only Missouri 
institution to be awarded an in- 
stitutional membership. 


Unlike other orphan homes where 
children are placed to remain until 
age or adoption removes them, the 
Methodist Orphan Home rarely has 
an adoption, seldom keeps a child 
in the institution more than two 
years. And unlike other institutions 
unequipped to handle special health 
and behavior problems, the Metho- 
dist home gives preference to chil- 
dren who have just these problems. 

“The Methodist Orphan Home 
really is an orphan home in name 
only,” Mrs. R. L. Duckworth, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the association, 
explained. “We have only about 
four full orphans among the 30 boys 
and girls who are at present resi- 
dents of the home. Most of our 
children come to us from homes 
broken down through mental ill- 
ness, tuberculosis, divorce or the 
like, rather than through death. 
About one-third of our children 
have one parent living, the other 
two-thirds have both parents liv- 
ing; but all of them are in need of 
some special care. We try to give 
them this care over a period of not 
to exceed two years and meantime 
try to help their families, so the 
children can be returned to the 
family circle after their rehabilita- 
tion. If it is not practicable to re- 
turn them to their families, we find 
foster homes for them. At the pres- 
ent time, we have about 70 chil- 
dren placed in foster homes, be- 
cause with one or both parents liv- 
ing, we like to regard the situation 
as temporary, rather than make it 
permanent through adoption.” 

The object of making a child’s 
stay in the Home as short as pos- 
sible, Mrs Duckworth explains as 


THE CHILDREN OPERATE THEIR OWN CANDY STORE, 


an attempt to avoid “institutionaliz- 
ing the individual.” And the home 
itself is operated on this principle. 
The children wear no uniforms. 
The girls were dressed in gay jwash 
prints the day I visited the home. 
No two boys had suits alike, Each 
child is encouraged in his own 
ideas, given his own spending 
money to manage, and invited to 
bring his school friends home for 
meals or play. Meal time at the 
Home is a gay affair, with flowers 
on the table and a great deal of 
conversation. Once a month there 
is a birthday party for those chil- 
dren whose birthdays fall in that 
particular month. 

“The day we started the allow- 
ance system we had an epidemic of 
tummy-aches,” Mrs. Duckworth 
laughed. “One bright boy spent 
his allowance for a coconut at the 
corner grocery and every child in 
the home immediately decided on 
the same expenditure. The grocer 
sold out his coconut supply and 
we had a lot of sick kiddies, That 
little episode was the beginning of 
the childrens’ candy store right 
here in the Home.” 

The Home’s candy store is oper- 
ated by the Pepper Club, named in 
honor of Pepper Martin. The Pep- 
pers buy their candy wholesale and 


salesmen at the wholesale candy 
houses say the youngsters are 
thrifty shoppers. They know when 
a salesman is trying to palm off 
“a bad buy” on them, and they 
usually wind up getting the best 
end of the bargain. On the profits 
from the candy store, the Peppers 
take in an occasional movie or make 
a trip to the Zoo.

NOTHER outgrowth of the al- 
A vowance system is the Got-A- 

Dime Club. Membership in this 
club fluctuates—depending on how 
many youngsters have dimes on 
certain dates. These dates, the oc- 
casions of trips to the movies, the 
zoo, picnics or hikes, are an- 
nounced only a half hour before 
the fun is to start. Only those 
children who have saved a dime 
from their allowance are allowed 
to ‘participate. There is usually 
great excitement while boys and 
girls without dimes try in vain to 
borrow from those with dimes. 

“So many children raised in in- 
stitutions have no idea of the 
value of money,” Mrs. Duckworth 
explained. “In normal homes, 
children hear finances discussed, 
are allowed to make purchases for 
the family, but in institutions they 
get no experience in handling

Teachers would do a much more 
effective job if they relied on their 
power and authority for controll- 
ing their pupils.

If some special incident 
calls for immediate attention at 
home it should first be called to 
the principal's attention, and if he

it. It is most unwise to sonal a 
note by a child to his father or 
mother when it contains a com- 
plaint about him. That note, if it 
must be sent, should go through the 
mails and be official. 

That is rarely necessary. The 
average child breaks a rule of be- 
havior now and then. The teacher 
can attend to him. ‘What she wants 

f him is that he accept the cus- 
toms of the group and do nothing 
to disturb other people. Her au- 
thority, backed by the State, and 
the nation if necessary, is greater 
than that of the parent under the 
circumstances. School is the teach- 
er’s domain. But she has a still 
greater power than her authority, 
great as that is. She has the pow- 
er of leadership. Her profession 
calls for its exercise and not for 
domination by parents or others. 

Let us think twice, three times, 
before sending home a complaint, 
and then, let’s not.

money. To teach them the value 
of their nickels and dimes and to 
encourage thrift, we feel that our 
allowance system has been very 
successful. When we started the 
allowance system, most of _ the 
children had their money spent 
within a half hour. Now we are 
surprised at the way they make 
it last through the week.” 


Another activity very popular at 
the home is the publishing of 
little newspaper called “The Chat- 
terbox.” In this little mimeo- 
graphed folder all the gossip of 
the home is reported and there 
is a section called “Foster Home 
News,” devoted to reports of the 
doings of youngsters who have 
graduated from the home and into 
foster homes throughout Missouri. 
One of the highlights of last 
week’s news was the story of 
Mamie, the goldfish, who “ran 
away.” The poor fish escaped 
down the drain pipe while the 
water in the fish bowl was being 
changed and hasn’t been heard 
from since. 

Besides goldfish, the children 
have various other pets including 
rabbits, turtles, guinea pigs, ducks, 
dogs, cats, canaries and one lone 
bantam’ _ rooster. The smaller 
young ones have an eight-room 
doll house in the nursery and ever 
so often some enterprising boy de- 
cides to furnish his own amuse- 
ment by scooting down the clothes 
chute, 


While all these young ones are 
living as near-to-normal a home 
life as possible at the home, they 
are receiving specialized services 
to enable them to overcome defects 
of vision, speech, hearing, or are 
undergoing plastic surgery. 

Several years ago the Methodist 
Home and the St. Louis Children’s 
Aid Society combined forces to set 
up a diagnostic health clinic at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine. The cost is shared pro- 
portionately by each agency. Be- 
cause of the excellence of its health 
program, the home has acquired a 
reputation in the care of children 
who require intensive medical at- 
tention. Children with defects of 
sight, speech and hearing, boys and 
girls in need of plastic surgery, 
make up a large proportion of the 
group now under care of the home. 
The St. Louis Child Guidance Clinic 
and other local agencies of a simi- 
lar nature co-operate with the home 
in providing treatment for emotion- 
ally maladjusted youngsters, and 
many of these children with serious 
behavior problems as wards of the 
Methodist Orphan Home Associa- 
tion are under care of foster board- 
ing homes where individualized care 
is part of the prescribed treatment. 

Wherever possible, the associa- 
tion attempts to keep families in- 


tact. Financial aid is being given 
to a number of mothers to enable

But there are many charitable peo- 
ple who really want to help these 
young ones and can’t afford it. 
Their love and care are worth muse 
more than the small amount of 
money they receive from us. And 
all families are very carefully in- 
vestigated before a ward of the as- 
sociation is placed.” 

Now operating on a reduced bud- 
get, the Methodist Orphan Home 
has had to close its third floor. Re- 
duction in interest rates on its en- 
dowment has made it necessary to 
hold the population of the home 
at only 50 per cent of its capacity. 
Gradually voluntary contributions 
are beginning to increase, and in 
time, the association hopes to be 
able to help the many cases on its 
waiting list—mothers who need help 
to hold their homes together, chil- 
dren who need medical care and 
surgery to enable them to live use- 
ful lives, and young men and wom- 
en who need just a little help to 
solve their particular problems. 

“And,” Mrs. Duckworth conclud- 
ed, “we hope that some day we may 
have a modern cottage plant which 
will more nearly approximate home 
life. We have accomplished a great 
deal in spite of the handicaps of 
an antiquated institutional plant 
which long ago has outlived its 
usefulness. One of our reasons for 
using foster homes is because we 
cannot teach home making in our 
present setup where everything 
must necessarily be done on such 
a large scale. A cottage plant 
would be the answer to this foster 
home probiem.”
